PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R- §§ 41.41(c) AND 1.136(b) 
FOR EXTENSION OF TIME 

Sir : 

The Examiner's Answer of January 7, 2005 in the 
above- captioned patent application set a two-month shortened 
statutory period for filing a Reply under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 41.41(a) (1), making the due date for filing the Reply Brief 
March 7, 2005. For the reasons set forth below, 
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applicants/appellants respectfully petition for a one-month 
extension of that period to make the due date April 7, 2005. 

On February 21, 2005, a verdict was rendered by the 
jury in the U.S. District Court for the District of Delaware 
in the litigation styled eSpeed, Inc. et al. v. BrokerTec USA, 
ii.L.C. et al. , D. Del., Civil Action No. 03-612 (KAJ), 
concerning U.S. Patent Mo.

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Today, March 3, 2005, before the March 7 , 2005 due 
date, applicants/appellants file this request by facsimile 
transmission under 3 7 C.F.R. § 1.13 6(b) for extension-of -time 
to request a one-month extension-of -time, to April 7, 2005. 
Applicants/appellants anticipate a prompt and favorable 
response to this petition for extension-of -time .
